\ New Delhi, the 15th March, 2012 

S.0.437(E).—Wnereas by the notification of the Government of India in the 

Ministry of Road Transport and Highways number S.O. 2701 (E), dated the 2"*^ 


November, 2010, published in the Gazette of India, Extraordinary, Part II, Section 3, 
SutHsection (ii) and issued under sub-section (1) of section 3A of the National Highways 


Act, 1956 (48 of 1956) (hereinafter referred to as the said Act), the Central Government 
deciarecT its intention to acquire the land specified in the Schedule annexed to the said 


notification for building (widening / four-laning, etc.), maintenance, management and 
operation of National Highway No.66 on the stretch of land from Km. 40.000 to 
Km.85.600 (Tindivanam - Krishnagiri Section) in District Villupuram in the State of Tamil 
Nadu; 

And whereas the substance of the said notification has been published in ’The 
New Indian Express", and "Dinamani", both dated the 3"^ December, 2010, under sub¬ 
section (3) of section 3A of the said Act; 


And whereas the petitioner Thiru V.Ranganathan of Gingee Town filed W.P. no. 
15780 of 2011 before the Hon’ble High Court of Judicature at Madras, Challenging the 
publication of substance of notification number SO 2701(E), dated the 2"“ November, 

2010, and the technical opinion offered by Pb. NHAI, Villupuram, on the objection 
petitioner in his letter no NHAI/PDA/PM/tdm-K'gri /LA /2011 / 625, dated the 21"^ May, 

2011. The petitioner prayed the court to quash the same and to forbear the respondent 
(PD, NHAI and CALA) from laying Gingee bypass through his land comprised in RS No. 


I, 113/3A and 113/3 at Sirukadambur village, Gmgee Taluk, Villupun 


The Hon’ble High Court In their order dated 01®* July, 2011 in M.P. 2 of 2011 In W.P. No. 
15780/2011 granted “Interim Injunction". Subsequently in Its order dt. 23/1J/2011, the 
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Hon'ble High court disposed of the above W.P giving the petitioner liberty to approach 
the Competent Authority (LA) and Special District Revenue Officer, NH, Villupuram, with 
his objection within a period of two weeks from the date of receipt of copy of the order 
and directed the GALA to pass appropriate orders within a period of. four weeks 
thereafter considering the objection of the petitions, viz-a-viz, the reply given by the first 
respondent (Project Director, NHAI, Villupuram). The order was received on 26/'12/2011. 
Based on the court direction, the petitioner Thiru V. Ranganathan preferred his objection 

before the GALA on 09/01/2012. The GALA sent a copy of this petition to the Project 
Project Director, NHAI Villupuram through his letter dated 10/01/2012 and requested him 

to offer remarks on the objection raised by the petitioner. The remarks of Project Director 
(NHAI) is still awaited. Similarly Thiru. Dhanapal and 8 others of Sirukadambur Village, 
Gingee Taluk, Villupuram District filed writ petitions before the said Hon’ble High Court 
(W.P. No. 18066 to 18074 of 2011) with the same prayer and these writ petitions were 
dismissed by the Hon’ble High Court by its order dated 21.10.2011. 

And whereas, following dismissal of W.P. No. 18066 to 18074 of 2011, GALA has 
passed order u/s 3C(2) of the NH Act, 1956 (48 of 1956) on 14^^ December, 2011, 
rejecting objection petitions of 30 petitioners except Thiru. V. Ranganathan to whom 
orders have to be passed only after conducting personal enquiry as per court directions. 

And whereas, the petitioner Thiru. V. Ranganathan, has been offered an 
opportunity of hearing before the competent authority for consideration of his obje(^ipns: 

And whereas objections have been received and the same have been 
considered and disallowed by the competent authority; 

And whereas, in pursuance of sub-section (1) of section 3D of the said Act, the 
competent authority has submitted its report to the Central Government; 

Now, therefore, upon receipt of the said report of the competent authority and in 
exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 3D of the said Act, the 
Central Government hereby declares that the land specified in the said Schedule should 
be acquired for the aforesaid purpose; 

And further, in pursuance of sub-section (2) of section 3D of the said Act, the 
Central Government hereby declares that on publication of this notification in the Official 
Gazette, the land specified in the said Schedule shall vest absolutely in the Central 
Government, free from all encumbrances.
